I have k«tn home now for nine days end we have been hawing a really 
glorious time. All of us are well and the weather has been Ideal, 
Everything ia growing wonderfully. The watermelon vines are In 
healthy shape, and eventually we are going to have a trillion melon#-* 
watermelons, eantaloupe and honey dews. They are late in Maturing, 
which neans we will have melone long after they have disappeared 
from the markets. We are getting strawberries every two or three 
days and frcra the looks of the plants will have a supply for another 
month or six weeks. 

There are about a hundred olives on the tree and perhaps 25 walnute* 

We have a few lemons and will have a good many avooadoes. The 
oranges are not bearing - they were set back in various ways,, as 
you know, but by another year we ought to have a good erop* 

The rabbit pen is well surrounded by euoalyptus trees* These trees 
havs had so much fertiliser and water that they are growing twice 
as fast as the ethers. In addition, three big grape vines are now 
spreading all over the rabbit houses. We are going to have a lot of 
grapes of several varieties. Some weeks ago I transplanted about 12 
boyson berry plants and all of them are cooing along nicely. Like¬ 
wise, the 15 blackberry plants which wars transplanted also, are doing 
famously. This means that next year we are having an abundance of 
berries. 

yesterday afternoon 1 spent an hour tying up branches of th# English 
Ivy or whatever it Is that is supposed to Climb over the frost and 
side walls of the small house* Growth has been exaeperatingly slow 
but at long last the vines have climbed higher than the garage doors 
and we are now hopeful• 

The boys put up a nice fenoe along the north side of our lot by the 
house a«d the Canyon and painted it green. It helps the looks of 
the plaOe immensely. A oement fish pond about 3x8 and about 3 ft, 
deep has been built on the lawn near the garden, vve are going to 
stock it with goldfish, water lilies, etc. They have built a lattice 
wall bytween the feed house and th# garage. It shuts off all that 
lower part end greatly helps the looks of the plaee. 

Yesterday Perry, Kay and I spend the morning fishing — managed to 
catch about 8 small ones, hardly worth the effort* 

Perry Is having trouble with asthma, but finds the use of his old 
remedy, Aethmador, gives him relief. Be Is wo king hard and really 
enjoying himself.
